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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant primarily argues that Maex 
cannot be combined with the APAF because proper motivation has not been shown. The examiner believes that Maex shows motivation 
for the combination and that the cited references show all of the elements of the claims. Although Maex does not specifically state in the 
column 2 that the invention pertains to a composite dielectric layer, Maex does show in figure 1H that the dielectric is composed of 3 
distinct layers or a composite structure. As stated in Maex in column 2, lines 1-3, the invention provides a device having a low-K 
dielectric with improved gap filling and planarization. Maex thus teaches motivation for the combination and the combined references 
show all of the elements of the claims.
